Throughout the New Testament we 
find admonitions given both by Christ 
and the apostles to watch and pray, 
and hold ourselves in readiness for 
the coming of the Lord.

Esther 4:14, 


In the days of Ahasuerus, a powerful 


enemy arose the Jews. 
His’ strategy succeeded in _ set- 
ting the date for the destruction of 
the people of God; but as in 


instances where great peril

over His people, God came to their 
rescue. While wicked Haman, with 
his heart full of pride, hatred, and 


murder, was revelling in the thoughts 
of seeing this people destroyed and 
himself honored, there was a man of 
God outside the walls in humility, 
sackcloth and ashes, crying and beg- 
ging God for mercy, who thought that 
thru the queen there was deliverance. 
Then came the trial of life for Esther. 
She had not been invited by the king, 
and as she approached the throne 
there were breathless moments of 
great anxiety. Will he extend the scep- 
tre, or will she be slain for this ap- 
proach? But what is life when God's 
cause demands it? What is your life? 
“It is as a vapour.” A fleeting day! A 
pilgrimage! Then too death soon 
awaited Esther if relief had not come 
in someway. She stood before the 
throne —“‘And if I perish, I perish.”’— 
But God was directing and the result

CRISIS NOW ON 
This was not the only time that the 
satanic forces were in battle array 
against the precious cause of God.

Some, I believe, are holding 
on to the rock, Christ Jesus, but oh, the 
many, many others who are swept off 
their feet ahd carrieq away with the 
current of unbelief and are soon out 
in the ocean of infidelity with no an- 
chorage! Some of this kind finish from 


these institutions and go behind the 
sacred desk to heip propagate that 
damnable heresy and rebellion that 


robs the congregation of its ability to 
hear and believe. You ministers have 
felt these tidal waves of unbelief from 
the congregation, that chill the whole 
service. God give us more of the fire 
of Pentecost to burn through these 





insulated places and get the burning 
Message of salvation that Jesus’ spilt 
blood has brought to this cold, dying 
unbelieving world. 

Have you been reading of the rapid 
advance and bloody, heartless, ungod- 
ly, and almost unbelievable cruelty of 
the reds, who are forcing their way, 
denying God, truly anti-God, anti- 
Christ, anti-Holy Ghost, in fact, anti- 
everything that is good? Are you notic- 
ing the many accounts of the distress- 
ing time now—Raging crimes, suicide, 
eating and drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage, famines, pestilence 
earthquakes, etc? These are the signs 
of Christ’s soon coming. 

Brother, sister, surely if there ever 
Was a time in all the history of the 
world that Christian men and women 
should put on the WHOLE ARMOR 
OF GOD and be SHOD WITH THE 
PREPARATION OF THE GOSPEL, 
it is NOW. 

Mothers and fathers, you run a great 
risk to send your children off to these 
institutions that are without religious 
instructions and protection, in fact, 
many so-called Christian schools are 
not the place for your sons and daugh- 
ters, for too many have lowered the 
standard. You should choose the 
schooling for your children with  ut- 
most care. If you send them away to 
these places, you need not wonder at 
the consequences. After the child has 
become poisoned with infidelity and 
has been caught in the swift current 
of dangerous society it is, in almost 
all cases, then too late, 

Last year at a conference held at 
Atlanta, Ga., by the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers, T. M. Hairis, 
state superintendent of education of 
Louisiana, said, “Home influences no 
longer prevaii in the sense they  pre- 
vailed in a former generation. Young 
people are thrown more largely on 
their own resources. I am _ told that 
high school girls of fourteen and fif- 
teen years of age smoke. cigarettes, 
take a drink occasionally with boy 
companions, and cuddle up in cars and 
other places with boys of their age. 
I am assured that many fraternity 
houses of colleges are places where 
young men and women meet at all 
times of the night for drinking and 
petting parties. The atmosphere is full 
of this kind of freedom of the sexes.” 

When such is admitted and that by 
officers of high educational standing, 
is it any surprise that we persuade our 
Christian young people to attend our 
Bible School? We spend many hours in 
careful consideration, to safeguard the 
interest of your precious boys and 
girls sent fo this school. Do you have 
rules? Yes sir, no more nor no _ less 
than we believe are needed for an in- 
stitution of this kind, 

We sincerely believe that the Bible 
School will meet your need in better 
preparing yourself for the work that 
you fee] God would have you do. Many 
have come and found far more than 
they expected. 

Good girls and boys have attend- 
ed this school and have found that the 
good influence and the abundant bless- 
ings of the Lord were such that they

“Be not deceived; God is not mock- 
ed: for whatsoever a’‘man soweth, that 
shall he also reap.”

ANTICHRIST, SIGNS, SORROWS 


(Continued from last issue) 





MORE SORROW 

In Matt. 10:21 we are told that 
“CHILDREN SHALL RISE UP 
AGAINST THEIR PARENTS AND 
CAUSE THEM TO BE PUT TO 
DEATH.” Rewards are being offered 
to the children in Russia if they will 
report their parents for singing reli- 
gious songs, reading the Bible, or 
praying before their children.They are 
not allowed to teach them anything 
about Christ. If they do and the chil- 
dren will report it, they will be re 
warded and the parents sent to prison. 

“Care is taken that older people who 
can remember better times do not say 
anything about them to the young 
folk. School children are quizzed each 
morning. If one of the children re- 
veals that his father or mother has 
said anything contrary to communis- 
tic teachings, the family is broken up. 

“The father is usually separated 
from the mother, one being sent into 
prison labor in one part of the coun- 
try and the other into labor in an- 
other part. If the parents have told 
their children too much, they are 
sometimes taken out that night and 
shot.” 

“TRAINING CHILDREN IN 
ATHEISM” 


“This author tells of a special in- 
terview he had with a superintendent 
of child education. He protested that 
the ehildren who believed in God were 
scoffed at and ridiculed. The superin- 
tendent said, ‘That is a fact. We do 
not deny it either! We use every 
available method to suppress and de 
stroy the last vestige of faith their 
parents have implanted in their 
hearts. We do this to free them from 
all religious prejudice. The children 
of today are our future men and wo- 
men:they are our bulwark for the 
coming revolution. We must train 
them to be loyal subjects who will 
fight against your GOD OF HEAVEN 
and all earthly gods.’ When in 1926, 
this missionary was on a gospel tour 
through the southern part of Russia 
he met a man who told him the fol- 
lowing incident. The seven or eight 
year old son coming home from school 
started to singing blasphemous Com: 
munists songs. When the father told 
him to stop singing those awful songs 
he looked insolently into his face and 
answered, ‘What do you want, father? 
Do you want to go to prison for three 
or six months? If not, keep your 
mouth shut and listen to what I am 
singing.’ ” 

They are taught to be disobedient 
to parents as the Bible said woud 
come. Listen to their own words. “We 
old folks have too long expected an 
exacted obedience from our children. 
Nothing could be more intolerable or 
unlovely. In no relationship between 
human beings has obedience any 
proper place. To the person who gives 
it is a humiliation; to the person who 
receives, it is an injury. Obedience 
means subjection * * * the subjection 
of the weaker to the stronger.” 

“Youth is our best experiment. 
Hatred is the basis of Communism, 
therefore we must teach children to 
hate their parents. Obedience has no 
rightful place between human beings, 
not even between parents and chil- 
dren. Therefore we must get young 
people to rebel against all authority.” 

Listen to a plea of a Christian fam- 
ily who went to Russia to preach the 
Gospel. “Brother J. E. Voronaeff and 
family. who left the United States to 
carry the message of salvation to their 
people a number of years ago, have 
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been obliged to suffer untold hardship 
in the carrying out of their ministry. 
It is now over a year since Brother 
Voronaeff was taken from his wife 
and five young children and placed 
in a Russian prison for preaching the 
gospel. He has now been exiled to Si- 
beria and his wife is finding it ex- 
tremely difficult to get a living since 
everything is against those who are 
trying to live true to God in Soviet 
Russia. Mrs. Voronaeff is pleading 
that we do what we can to get her 
three sons out of Russia since they 
were born in the United States and 
therefore can not legally be held in 
Russia. Mrs. Voronaeff and her two 
youngest children will have to remain 
in Russia and do what they can by 
the help of the Lord to get along. A 
total of five hundred and twenty-five 
dollars will be required to get the boys 
home and we know it would bea 
source of consolation to the dear par- 
ents if they ‘knew their boys were in 
the United States among friends and 
not subject to the hardships that will 
naturally fall to their lot if they re- 
main in Soviet Russia and are true to 
their faith. Offerings for this need 
should ba sent in at as early a date 
as possible designated for the ‘return 
fares of Voronaeff boys’.” 

You might not think there is much 
SORROW about this but if they were 
our children who were deprived of 
knowing anything about Christ or if 
they had to suffer what the Christian 
children have to suffer in Russia, we 
would change our minds. We know not 
how soon our country will be in the 
same shape. It is most sure to come 
soon or later. 

I want to give you a story of what 
a Christian boy had to suffer given us 
through the “Pentecostal Evangel.” 

AN UNQUENCHABLE FAITH 

But even in Russia where the an- 
tagonism to Christianity is like to 
that of the first century when the 
constant cry went out, “The Chris- 
tians to the lions!” they cannot sup 
press the supernatural. We have just 
been reading a booklet entitled “Chil- 
dren Under Communism,” by N. I. 
Saloff-Astakhoff. This book gives a 
true account of what happened to the 
children in a Christian orphanage in 
Southern Russia. When the Soviets 
came into power, desiring to teach all 
the children atheism and Communism, 
they took over all the schools and or- 
phanages. The founders of this or- 
phanage did their best to keep the 
place in their own hands, “but all to 
no avail, for the local authorities sim- 
ply sent one new order and command 
after another. They soon prohibitec 
any Sunday School for the children 
and commanded that God’s Word 
should not be read. The teacher and 
nurses were strictly forbidden to say 
anything to the children about God. 
Finally they issued an order to the 
superintendent that he should at once 
stop praying with the children before 
meals, or at any time, with the prom- 
ise that he would be shot promptly if 
he disobeyed. This penalty would also 
be summarily executed if anyone men- 
tioned the name of God to the chil- 
dren.” 





THE ATTITUDE OF THE RULERS 

The superintendent made a journey 
to the capital and was granted an in- 
terview with the chairman of the 
State Department of Socialistic Care 
and Child Education. After making h!s 
petition he was told, “You, and all ed- 
ucators like you, deserve to be hanged 


on the nearest telegraph pole! You 
are preparing them to be _ obedient 
slaves of capital! You will gain no 


permission nor protection here, in 
stead we would suggest a bullet or a 
rope! *** It is expedient for us to use 
all available means and methods to im- 
press on the minds of the younger 
generation that no Lord God exists! 
In fact no lords or rich people should 
be permitted to exist. Our young peo- 
ple must be made to understand and 
know that there is no such thing as 
sin, consequently no judgment of our 
lives in an eternity that will never 
materialize. Neither is there any such 
thing as holiness. * * * We commun: 
ists, with the help of such an educa- 
tion, have pulled the lords and the rich 
from their earthly thrones and are go- 
ing to hurl the Lord God from His 
heavenly throne!” 





THE NEW ORDER 

About two months after this the 
superintendent of the orphanage was 
informed that the place would be tak- 
en over by the government, and two 
days later a new staff of workers 
took possession. We read, “From the 
first day the new educators summon- 
ed all their powers to uproot and de 
stroy all the good seed that had been 
sown, and to undermine the faith of 
the children. At the same time they 
did all they could to plant atheistic 
views and principles in these young 
hearts and lives. To reach their goal 
they made all kinds of experiments. 
They would call the children to din- 





ner and let them take their places 
with no food on the table. After tell- 
ing the younger children to walt 
awhile, they would say, ‘Pray to God 
for food.’ The children, accustomed to 
praying, bowed their heads in prayer. 
Still the table remained without food. 
Finally they were told there was no 
God, consequently He could not give 
them bread. After a moment’s pause 
the nurses told the children to pray 
to Lenin. Imitating the prayers of the 
children, one of the women prayed to 
Lenin for food for the orphans. Direct- 
ly the tables were set and it was ex- 
plained that Lenin was a friend of all 
poor people and that he gave food to 
orphans. Formerly, boys and_ girls 
had been assigned to separate bed 
rooms, but now boys and girls, young 
and old, shared common bedrooms. In 
place of the Sunday School and study 
of the Bible, dances and singing of 
revolutionary and anti-religious songs 
were substituted. Morning and evening 
family prayers and grace before and 
after meals of former days were re 
placed with godless songs.” 





SUFFERING FOR CHRIST 

There was a lame boy, twelve years 
of age in the orphanage, for whom 
many prayers had been offered. He 
could not help noticing the great dif- 
ference between the old order and the 
new. He had hated to see the brutal- 
ity and rudeness shown to the former 
godly superintendent who had been 
commanded to leave the orphanage 
without being allowed to say goodbye 
to any of his little flock, nor even to 
take his own personal belongings. He 
contrasted the wonderful care the chil- 
dren had had with the shocking neg- 
lect under the new order. He made his 
way to the ruins of an old reservoir 
and there alone he cried to the Lord 
Jesus to cleanse his heart from sin. 
And then and there he experienced a 
wonderful change and passed from 
death unto life. In this old reservoir, 
hidden away at the corner of an orch- 
ard, covered with long grass, he gath- 
ered the children who were really 
saved, and there they held prayer and 
praise meetings. These children re 
solved not to sing any of the blasphe- 
mous songs nor to take part in the 
dances or worldly entertainments. As 
a result they were ruthlessly perse- 
cuted. But the little lame leader and 
his flock declared, “Jesus suffered for 
us—so it is written in our New Tes- 
tament—and we will suffer for Him.” 

DEFYING THE DEVIL 

The secret hiding place where these 
young Christians held their meetings 
was discovered. “All were on their 
knees in earnest prayer when they 
were surrounded by the nurses under 
the direction of the superintendent. 
Before they could hide their Testa- 
ments they were in the hands of the 
enemy. Rough hands dragged the chil- 
dren unceremoniously out of their re- 
treat, and the pit was closed with 
stones and bricks. All the Testaments 
were torn to shreds, and the young 
Christians punished so severely that 
their weakened bodies ached for days. 
But the loss of God’s Book—the last 
comfort to their hearts—together with 
the destruction of their only place of 
refuge, caused them far greater pain 


and grief than the physical diseom 
fort from their punishment.” 

One day the superintendent gave 
orders that the five-pointed star of 


Communism was to be sewed on to 
‘the caps of all the children. The Chris- 
tian children came to their lame lead- 
er and said, “What shall we do?” He 
declared, “The minute I saw the red 
stars on our caps I remembered those 
cruel armed men who drove Papa 
(their former superintendent) away. 
They had just the same kind of red 
stars on their caps. And then you see 
them on all the soldiers who come to 
our house, cursing, swearing and 
drinking whisky with the nurses. 
They are apparently all bad people. 
They do not believe in God. Instead 
they mock and curse and blaspheme 
the name of Jesus Christ. Therefore, 
if such people wear the red stars, we 
who believe in God and love the Lord 
Jesus Christ should not wear them!” 
MARTYRS FOR CHRIST 

This lame leader further suggested, 
“Let’s tear off the stars, and write on 
slips of paper, ‘I AM A SHEEP OF 
JESUS.’ Then we will pin that on in- 
stead of the stars. Let them wear the 
mark of the devil—we will wear the 
name of Jesus!” He provided a knife 
and paper and pencil. In a few min- 
utes the stars had tumbled into the 
mud at their feet to be replaced by 
this inscription, “I AM A SHEEP OF 
JESUS.” What was the effect? “Be- 
fore all the other children, the paper 
slips were torn from their caps, and 
then the children were commanded 
to go down into the dark cold cellar. 
Here the nurses cut stones into small 
pieces and made the children kneel 
with bare knees on the sharp stones 
for several hours. It was also order- 
ed that they should be without food 
for several days. Although suffering 
unspeakable pain himself, the little 
lame leader encouraged the others. 
He told them how the Son of God was 
crucified in order to save men from 
sin and eternal death. He reminded 
them of the agony that Christ went 
through, and so the children endured 
their suffering patiently. 

FAITHFUL UNTO DEATH 

About six months after this the or- 
phanage was closed and most of the 
children were sent to their relatives 
or to farmers in the vicinity. Two 
former friends of the orphanage went 
to visit an acquaintance, but found 
that his house had been confiscated 
by the government and that he was no 
longer there. A few children from the 
orphanage were in this home. “They 
were clothed in dirty rags and most 


of them had sore, inflamed _ eyes, 
closed with matter. In the middle of 
the floor was a large dirty pillow up- 
on which lay three enaciated dying 
children. One of the nurses sald, 
‘Look at them. Those youngsters are 
dying just because they are so stub- 
born. They were recently sent to us 
from an orphanage which was being 
closed. They are so deeply infected 
with religious poison that it was im- 
possible to get it out of them! They 
often prayed in the presence of the 
other children, and had such a great 
influence over them that we had to 
isolate them as you see! One of the 
little girls opened her eyes, and her 
dying lips whispered, ‘Have you come 
to take me, dear Jesus? It is so hard 
and dreadful for us here among these 
people, and Papa is not with us. Please 
take us soon, Jesus. Thou hast taken 
Willie and Peter already, they are 
with Thee. Please take me too, oh, I 
do so want to be with Thee!’ Her 
weak voice continued, ‘Oh, I am feel- 
ing so good,now. O, * * * such light 
* * * and * * * so warm.’ The last 
words slowly died on her blue lips. 
Her eyes became fixed upon some- 
thing in the distance. The little frame 
quivered and the spirit of the poor 
innocent child had departed from its 
worn out suffering body. Shortly af- 
terwards the others, in a similar way, 
passed into eternity, to be with the 
Lord Jesus Christ.”
